Claim 69. (Currently Amended): A method for stimulating CD8* T cells within a population 
of T cells to proliferate, comprising: 

a) contacting a population of T cells with an anti-CD3 antibody or a CD3-binding 
fra gment thereof, an anti-CD28 antibody or a CD28-binding fra gment thereof, and an anti-CD9 
antibody or a CD9-binding fra gment thereof, under conditions appropriate for proliferation of 
the T cells; 

b) separating the anti-CD3 antibody or the CP3-binding fra gment thereof from the T 
cells and the anti-CD9 antibody or the CD9-binding fragment thereof and the anti-CD28 
antibody or the CD28-binding fra gment thereof; 

c) monitoring proliferation of the T cells in response to continuing exposure to the anti- 
CD9 antibody or the CD9-binding fra gment thereof and the anti-CD28 antibody or the CD28- . 
binding fra gment thereof; and 

d) re-stimulating the T cells with a** the anti-CD3 antibody or the CD3- binding fragment 
thereof, and the anti-CD9 antibody or the CD9-binding fragment thereof and the anti-CD28 
antibody or the CP28-binding fra gment thereof, when the rate of T cell proliferation has 
decreased to induce further proliferation of the T cells.
